MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 


The congressional steel trust investigation, 
suddenly and without Warning, has been 
| moved into Chicago. 

Congressman W. O. Stanley of Kentucky, 
the Democratic chairman of the committes 
of the house of representatives which has 
been smashing at the men who are on the 
inside of the steel corporations, came into 
Chicago yesterday morning, atte ed by a 
full force of expert analyzers of the steel 
business. 

Congressman Stanley does not know wheth- 
er he will be here five days or five hours, he 
says. Today he goes to Gary to look over 
conditions at the steel plant in that city. 

The most interesting charge to be investi- 
gated is an allegation that United States 
Steel docks in this city and at other lake 
ports have been bullt in such a manner that 
they will receive only boats built on the 
plan of the steel company’s vesrels. 


Involves Men of Government? 

This would indicate, it ie said, a virtual 
nspiracy between some dig men in the 
employ ef the government and the steel cor- 
poration. 

Many of the Chicago docks, it is charged, 
are occupied nine-tenths of the time by steel- 
boats to the exclusion of smaller craft. This, 
it ie said, is made possible by the power of 
the Steel company over harbor officials. It's 
chief value is said to proceed from the prefer- 
ence which it ig posaible for harbor officials 
to give steel traffic over other shipping. 

The conspiracy, ae charged, is confined 
not to Chicago, but exists throughout the 
entire great lakes, and is an understood 
thing among the smaller fry. Independent 
sbippers, it is said, realize that the steel 
company's boats will heave precedence at all 
times. Protests have been registered, but 
thie is the first time that they have been 
made a subject for detailed investigation.

Harry Kemp Says He Went to 
Arden with Grave Fore- 
boding of Trouble. 


PAPERS IN SUIT SERVED. 


Author, Wife, and Co-respond- 
ent Have Amicable Confer- 
ence in Hotel. 


New York, Aug. 28.—[Special.}—Harry 
Kemp, rough and ready traveler and poet, 
whose name Upton Sinclair has brought into 
his divorce proceedings against Meta Fuller 
Sinclair, added his version of the triangle 
today. 

Harry Kemp is a thin visaged, angular 
young man of 28, whose years so far have 
been spent largely in more or less unusual 
ways. At the age of 16 he started around 


pied the next two years, and he came back 
with a considerable knowledge of foreign 
lands. He completed this spring a course at 
the University of Kansas. 

Getting down to recent events he said: 

“Upton had given me an open invitation 
to visit him at Arden. I may as well admit 
that I had misgivings about going there—I 
felt that; something was going to happen, 
and I made arrangements for a shack down 
on the Long Island coast in which to spend 
the summer, roughing it. Well, 
did accept Upton's invitation, and I did go 
to Arden.

Astounds Kansas University, 

Six years ago he dropped off a zattler 
at Lawrence, Kas., and proceeded to astound 
the Kansas university professors with his 
knowledge of the Greek and Latin poets. 
He had studied them in between shifts on 
tramp lumber steamers, freight trains, and 
in other strange places. Finally he had come 
to the end of the knowledge which he could 
get without aid and had picked out the Uni- 
versity of Kansas as a good piace to settle 
for a few years of post-graduate work.

“Sympathy Can’t Be Forced.” 

Tou cannot open blossoms with a north- 
east storm. The buds will await the genial 
influence of the sun if they perish while 
waiting. Delicate souls will not open with- 
out such a warming influence, something 
that will inspire these souls to open them- 
selves, something sympathetic. 

“I think a well bred person is always 
fundamentally sincere. When à person hag 
given out the best, through a sincere ques- 
tioning, she says of her questioner, ‘ What 
a well bred person—so kindly,’ and perhaps 
does not realize that her soul was unbur- 
dened simply through a sense of realizing 
the other’s sincerity.

KRUTTSCHNITT STATES HIS CASE. 

San Francisco, Cal. Aug. 28.—That to 
grant the demands of the Federation of Shop 
Employés of the Harriman lines would mean 
chaos and that it would diminish the ability 
of the corporations to fulfill the duties im- 
posed upon them by law, was the statement 
made tonight by Julius Kruttschnitt, vice 
president of the Harriman roa 

Mr. Kruttschnitt took up in detail the rea- 
sons for refusing the demands of the fed- 
erated sbopmen, saying: 

“These are the reasons why we decline 
to surrender to an irresponsible committee 
of federated employés, representing a very 
small portiom of the public, trusts confided 
to us hy the entire public and why we will 
not concede to such a committee the right 
to dictate whether we shall or shal! not ful- 
an for twenty millions of people in seventeen 
states the duties clearly prescribed by law, 


Analysis of the Demands. 

“The employés’ emands are substantially 
as follows: 

„ Hirst—Recognition of the Shop Employée’ 
federation. Heretofore issues arising witha 
machinist, bollermaker, blacksmith, or sheet 
metal worker were taken up with his asso- 
ciates 6f that craft. When not successfully 
adjusted, strikes of that craft have followed, 
but they were not serious enough to prevent 
the roads performing the public services 
for which they were created. Under the 
change proposed an issue of a small system 
road in Louisiana might top all shop wogk 
throughout the system by requiringmembers 
to strike in California, Oregon, Washington, 
or Nebraska. 

**Second—All present or future employés 
will join the Federated association within 
thirty days. This means the discharge of all 
employés who will not join, or an absolutely 
closed shop. 

Would Inyolve All Crafts. 

“ Third—That the company agree that the 
final settlement of differences shal rest with 
a federated committee representing all five 
crafts. This would place the employés of all 


erdfts behind a demand made by any one 


craft and would encourage unreasonable de- 
mands not likely to be made by individua) 
crafts. 

“ Wourth—The restriction of the number of 
apprentices. This would deny to American 
boys the opportunity to learn trades. 

“Fifth—A flat increase of 7 cents an hour for 
all mechanics, apprentices, and helpers; an 
average for the entire shop forces of 23 per 
cent; and a reduction of hours and other de- 
mands averaging 18 per cent additional. 
The Southern Pacific is now paying higher 
wages than any other railroad in the United 
States, and has increased the pay of all shop 
crafts 12% cent in the last five years. 

„ Sixth—Th@,abolishing of piece, premium, 
or bonus systems, shop foremanship to be 
filled by promotion from federation employés. 
This is in direct conflict with the public, re- 
cently expressed, that increased expense of 
carriers should be met with increased et- 
ficiency of operation and not by increase of 
freight rates. 

Would Cut Out Physical Tests. 

“Seventh—That no form of physical exami- 
nation or personal record shall be required. 
This denies to the company the right of every 
citizen to require of persons offering serv- 
ice evidences of competency, good character 
and health, and-deprives the companies of 
all protection under the fellow servant laws 
tes. 

* Big That if forces are reduced, em- 
ployés are to indicate who should be laid off.

said that he would go before à judge in 
Springfleld this morning and make an ap- 
plication for Enright's release on bail. 


Criticism No Factor, He Says. 

Judge Cooper ruled that the burden of proof 
had been transferred from the state to the 
defense by Enright’s confession to the killing 
of Gentieman on March 22. He stated, after 
giving his decision, that the storm of crit- 
icism following his decision of last Saturday, 
allowing Enright’s release on bail on the 
charge of the murder of Altman, had noth- 
ing to do with his action in the other case. 


“In the Gentleman case a different set of

They 
were not prosecuted, but warned to leave 
Canada. It was after this that the Hamilton 
track burned. 

“ We stole the news from Buena Vista and 
from Jacksonville in this same fashion. Then 
those race tracks were burned. 


Tennes Replies to Murphy. 

Last evening Tennes offered a statement 
to Tue TRIBUNE to be printed as an adver- 
tisement in which he attacked Murphy. 
The advertisement was refused, but Tennes 
was told that if he had anything to say 
which would shed light on the gambling 
fatuation his statement would be given 
news consideration.

Beverly, Mass, Aug 28—Twenty-four 
states will de visited by Président Taft on 
the swing around the circuit, according to 
the schedule as far as it is made out today. 

The president will start on Sept. 15, and, 
with the exception of five states and Arizona 
and New Mexioo, he will pase through every 
commonwealth west of the Mississippi. 

The twenty-four states to be visited are 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, 
unos, Indiana, Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, Ne- 
vada, California, Oregom Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, South Dakota, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, and Maryland. 


Taft to Make Tariff Issue. 

So far as President Taft himself is con- 
eerned, the tariff will be the main issue of 
the 1912 campaign. While the prMsident 
will speak on many subjects on his western 
trip, it is certain now that tariff revision 
will receive most of his attention. 

Following his speech to the Essex County 
Republican club at Hamilton on Saturday 
the president began today to prepare other 
speeches on the tariff. He secured copies of 
his veto messages on the wool, farmers’ free 
list, and cotton bills, and at once set to work 
upon addresses that he expects to deliver 
later backing up those vetoes. 

Mr. Taft is said to realize that he must not 
merely defend himself for having rejected 
these bills, but that he must attack the Dem- 
ocrats and progressive Republicans who put 
them through congress. 


War in“ Enemy’s Country.” 

The president will carry the war west into 
the “enemy’s country.” The nature of at- 
tack is pretty clearly defined already—it will |

' Knox and Wilson Censured. ~ 


Winona Lake, Ind, Aug. 28.—-(Special.)— 
Unanimexs tondemnation of the reported ac- 
tion of Secretary of State Knox apd of Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson for promoting the 
interests of the brewers’ congress which ig to 
be @eld in Chicago was expressed in resolutions 
adopted today gt the Winona bible conference, 

According to the report referred to, Secre- 

tary- x urged the United States to assist in 
promoting the brewers’ congress and Secretary 
Wilson has ‘accepted the honorary chairman- 
ship. 
“We protest,” said the resolutions, against 
the. debasing of our national influence and of 
‘our Officials in assisting an institution whieh is 
the greatest enemy of the church and state.” 

A copy of the resolutions was ordered serit 
to President Taft and to Secretaries Knox and 
Wilson. 

The story of vote buying and selling in 
Adams county, Ohio, end the conviction of 
1,679 men out of a population of a few more 
than 6,000 voters was told in an address by 
Judge A. Z Blair of Portsmouth, O., through 
whose work and influence these convictions 
were s@cured.

“T belfeve that in the saloons of Chicag 
there are on the average every day 20,000 vio- 
lations of the law of selling liquor to minors. 
The safeguards of the nation are Christian 
character, the church, the school, and honest

Paper Bag Cooking. 


APER BAG cooking is the question of the 
hour in the world of domestic interests, 
Almost every ‘woman has heard of it, and 
all are asking for the bag, which the 
American manufacturers are about to 

put on the market, The English manufactur- 
ers had theirs ready in the midd%e of the sum- 
mer, 

THE TRIBUNE three months ago noticed in 
its editorial columns this departure in cookery 
and a firm of bag makers near at hand sent 
us some test bags with which we made experi- 
ments. ' 

A that time many columns were being de- 
voted to the subject by London newspapers 
and all London séemed to have gone wild over 
paper bag cooking. Nicholas Soyer, chef of 
one of that city’s great clubs—the Brooks 
like his famous and inventive grandfather be- 
fore him, was startling society high and low. 
He was doing this by cooking whole meals in 
paper bags, and cooking them not only in his 
own kitchen, but in such odd places as news- 
paper offices and in picnic places—in the latter 
by digging a hole in the ground, lining it with 
bricks, heating it, and then putting in his 
bags.

STREET PROBLEMS. 

It is not unreasonable to complain impa- 
tiently of the small attention given to street 
illumination, but when that need has been 
met the solution of street problems only will 
have been begun. | 

If Chicago is to make best use of its 
opportunity it must make its streets passa- 
able. The pressure of traffic in main thor- 
oughfares is an obstacle to the accustomed 
citizen. It is one of the considerations in 
the mind of the stranger when he decides 
that Chicago is a good town to avoid. 

It may be a long time before the city can 
have a subway. adequate to its transporta- 
tion needs. There are few cities in the world 
so poverty stricken as Chicago—poverty 


is considered. Berlin may vote $80,000,000 
for one city improvement, but Chicago, the 
larger city, may only hold its head as it 
contemplates such an appropriation. 

We must look forward toa subway built 
gradually. Short of financial revolution 
there is no other way, but a subway con- 
structed in sections is possible: The first 
need, probably, is for rapid transportation. 
For that we must wait. The next is to 
relieve congestion. That relief -we might 
obtain speedily. 

It is within even Chicago's financial! abil- 
ity.to take some of the pressure off the down- 
town streets and make them passable, all the 
while building towards the ultimate end of 
rapid transportation. 

If there were nothing else to consider 
other than the time of citizens the city 
could not afford to cling to a hesitating and 
uncertain policy with regard to its business 
streets. Chicagoans are wasting consider- 
able parts of their lives in traversing the 
loop district two or more times every day, 
and the delays of downtown blockades and 
jams of traffic can be done away with. 

Streets which look dangerous because of 
congestion, and occasionally are dangerous 
because of it, are bad advertisements. It is 
not only the tangle of vebicular and street 
car traffic which®%demands the attention of 
city authorities. The crush of pedestrians 
at important street intersections needs it. 
The constant struggle of east and west 
streams with north and south on the side- 
walks is even worse than that of vehicles 
and street cars in the street itself. 

Whether it is possible to have two levels 
for pedestrians at points where the contact 
of the opposing streams is an unending con- 
flict is a matter for consideration. 

Ten and fifteen years ago the Chicagoan 
had settled down unhappily with the con- 
wiction that dirty streets were a part of his 
fate and that there was no escape from 
them. Citizens to whom streets in such 
condition meant a loss of revenue made it 
possible for the city to have clean streets. 
The reproach of dirt is removed. That was 
an illustration of thé manner in which the 
remaining street problems must be ap- 
proached and handled. ret 

The simple proposition is that Chicago 
cannot afford to shamble along in toleranve 


| of conditions which are obstacles to growth. 


OVERSHADOWING THE SPEAKER. 

The extra session of congress, says Repre- 
sentative Gillett of Massachusetts was nota- 
ible because of the sudden rise to prominence 
of Mr. Underwood of Alabama, the chair- 
man of the ways and means committee, and 
of the fact that Speaker Olark was quite 
overshadowed by him. 

Although Mr. Underwood has been in the 
house for over sixteen years, his name was 
little known outside it. His opportunity 
came when the Democrats-got control of the 
house and seniority put him at the head of 
its most important committee. Then he 
showed that he had in abundance the quaii- 
ties the leader of his party on the floor of 
the house should have—quickness, shrew4d- 
ness, firmness, tact, and good nature. He 
has been so emphatically the party leader 
during the session as to be picked out by Mr. 
Bryan for special condemnation. 

While much has been heard of Mr. Under- 
wood, little has-been heard of Speaker 
Clark. He has not been called a czar; he 
has not been accused of blocking or promot- 
ing legislation. He seems to have been an 
excellent presiding officer and nothing more, 
while in past years the speaker has been in 
fact and name the party leader in the house. 

It would be well. if the new departure, 
which may be due in good part to taking out 
of the speaker’s hands the appointment „f 
committees, and thus decreasing his power, 
were to be permanent. The speaker shouid 
not attempt to unite two incongruous func- 
tions. He should be the presiding officer 
and nothing more. He should be selected 
because of his special fitness for the office, 
Among his qualifications should be as near 
an approach to impartiality as is humanly 
possible. The floor leader should be the 
man to speak and act for the party.

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

The annual conference of governors will 
be held next month. It has been suggested 
chat uniform divorce legislation should be 
one of the subjects to be discussed and 
most of the governors who have been con- 
sulted favor the suggestion. They know 
and deplore the confusion created and the 
harm done by the diversity of state laws 
regarding divorce and the remarriage of di- 
vorcod persons. 

The governors could not do better than 
to agree to support to the best of their 
ability the efforts of the commissioners on 
uniform state legislation. They approved 
the uniform divorce act formulated by the 
divorce congress, but have no hopes of its 
early and general adoption, There are thus 
far only three or four states where all of 


| its principles have been enacted into law. 
In states where popular sentiment has 


not been educated to the acceptance of 
the entire act the commissioners are doing 
what they can to secure the adoption of its 
urisdictional clauses. So long as the stat- 
‘utes of the states are not uniform on that

ING GEORGE is determined to main- 

tain an even still more scrupulous im- 
partiality in connection with party 
politics than his father or grand- 
mother did before him. Whereas in 
the two previous reigns the peers most inti- 


mately connected, in a nonpolitical way, | 


with the royal family were permitted to 
vote as they saw fit, and sometimes against 
the government measures, none of them teok 
part in the memorable vote the other day 
which resulted in the sacrifice by the upper 
chamber of its ancient rights to veto legis- 
lation enacted by the house of commons. 

Thus, in spite of the extraordinary pressure 
brought by the leaders of the various polit- 
ical parties td induce very peer possessed 
of a vote to cast it in this great constitutional 
crisis, either for the one side or the other, 
every vote being liable to become the deter- 
mining factor in the conflict—the Duke of 
Fife, who is married to the king’s eldest sis- 
ter, and the Duke of Argy!l, who is married 
to the monarch's aunt, Princess Louise, ab- 
stained from voting. So, too, did the king’s 
private secretaries, Lord Knollys and Lord 
Stamfordham, better known on this side of 
the Atlantic as Col. Sir Arthur Biggs: 

Lord Farquhar, formerly master of the 
royal household, and novg an extra lord in 
waiting to the king; Lord Fsher, Heutenant 
governor of Windsor castle; Lord Shaftes- 
bury, the lord chamberlain of Queen Mary; 
Lora Wenlock, her vice chamberlain, and 
Lord Annaly, permanent lord in waiting te 
the king, all were’ conspicuous by their ab- 
sence from either lobby of the upper house 
when the historic division and the counting of 
votes took place to determine the fate of the 
house of lords.

Joseph Kosciolski’s death at his cas- 
tle of Sluzewo in Prussian Poland serves to 
recall the important role played by his lovely 
and fascinating wife, Baroness Jenny Kos- 
clolska, at the court of Berlin during the 
early years of Emperor William’sreign. Her 
influence wes so great that it resulted in a 
public denunciation thereof by old Prince 
Bismarck from his exile at Friedrichsrithe. 
He declared in a public speech, printed far 
and wide, that “the Polish influence in 
political affairs increases alwaysin the meas- 
ure that some Polish familly obtains more or 
less influence at court. I need not allude here 
to the réle formerly played by the princely 
house of Radziwill. Today we have exactly 
the same state of affairg, which is to be de- 
plored.” ome 

Bismarck’s allusion to the Radziwflis was 
an ungenerous reference to the romantic at- 
tachment of old Emperor Wüllam for that 
Princess Elise Radziwill whom he was so de- 
termined to marry that he offered his father 
to abandon his right of succession to the 
throne on ber account. Compelleg by dynas- 
tic considerations to wed Goethe's favorite 
pupil, Princess Augusta of Saxe-Weimar, he 


most devoted friend and admirer, and after- 
wards continued to show the utmost favor 
and good will to the members of her family 
in honor of her memory. 

Joseph Kosciolski himself was one of the 
most popular of modern Polish poets and 
Playwrights and during most of the first 
decade of Emperor William's’ reign was the 
leader of the Polish party Im the Prussian 
house of lords. He was so enthusiastic a 
supporter of the emperor's projects, then in 
their infancy, for the formation of a great 
German navy, that he used to be nicknamed 
„ Admiralahski.”

The political importance of hie wife was 
attributable to her beauty and elegance 
rather than to her statecraft. But, while it 
lasted, the present kaiser showed such an 
extraordinary degree of favor to his Polish 
subjects as to excite the jealousy and iM will 
of the people in many other parts of hig do- 
minione. He caused the reéstablishment of 
the Polish language in the schools and 
churches of Posen, that is, of Prussian Po- 
land, nominated a Polish ecclesiastic to the 
archbishopric of that province ahd conferred 
so many court dignities, government offices, 
and decorations upon the compatriots of the 
baroness as to give rise to the remark that 
the best road to imperial preferment at Ber- 
lin was to add the Polish termination of 
“ski” or “ska” to one’s name. 

The baroness ended, however, by losing 
her head and by posing as the kaiser’s Pigeria 
in an indiscreet fashion at Berlin. Moreover, 
she felt herself so much encouraged by the 
influence which she believed that che exer- 
cised over the emperor that when, during 
the annual army maneuvers, Field Marsha} 
Prince George of Saxony (afterwards king) 
and other Prussian and foreign royalties were 
quartered under her roof in Prussian Poland 
she absolutely declined to hoist either the 
German flag or the royal Saxon standard, 
but insisted upon flying the national colors of 
Poland fnom the flagstaff that surmounted 
the turret ot her ch&teau. ) 

Naturally Prince George and his fellow 
royal guests complained of this breach of 
etiquette to the kaiser and protested strongly 
against it.

Almost at the same time her husband, the 
baron, having -been invited to attend the 
opening of a ‘provincial exhibition in the 
neighboring empire of Austria, was so carried 
away by enthusiasm, due to the graciousness 
with which the Poles present were treated 
by Emperor Francis Joseph, that, forgetting 
all he owed to Emperor William, he publicly

All this culminated in a couple of rath 
mysterious visits ‘paid by” the kalserin bo 
her mother-in-law, Empress Frederick, at 
Friedrichshof.

But 
this was foolish, for the kaiser had never 
given his wife any real cause for Jealousy 
and, in the second place, the kaiserin ig not 
the kind of woman 40 appeal to anyone else 
in such matters. The domestic hap 
in fact, of this imperial couple has 
singularly unclouded, and the emperor's 
home life clean and wholesome. But the 
kaiserin knew that her husband had a great 
respect for his mother’s clevernese in pub- 
lic affairs and in political matters, and that 
in questions of this kind he was more likely 
to lend weight to the words of his mother, 
even though he differed so often from her 
politically, than to herself. ns 

That is why she desired fler mother-in- la w 
to call the attention of her son to the harm 
which the association of the name of the 
baroness with his own, as exercising an in- 
fluence over him, was doing him in a political 
sense, both at home and abroad.

I have read carefully the criticism in regard to 
the operation of ms across the “Welle street 
bridge. The operation of this bridge is controlled 
by bridgemen on the track level of the bridge, and 
the bridge cannot de opened or unlocked until the 
trains are in the clear and all signals approeching 
the bridge are set at danger. The signals or 
semaphores approaching the bridge are equipped 
with Aafety train stops which automatically set 
the brakes of a train when the semaphores or 
signals are at danger. 
The ringing of the bell t done largely as en 
advance warning to the street trafic, and for the 
raflway company’s bridgemen to see that every~ 
thing la clear in proper time for the opening of tte 
bridge. Ringing the bell does not Indicate that a 
train or trains have not the time to get across the 
bridge as in mam cases when a vessel appears 
1,000 to 1,200 feet away in ther direction, the 


bridge dell is rung. 


In the case In question the bridge operator states 
that there was apple time for the train to leave 
the station and cross the bridge as the boat was 
approaching very slowly, and that due to one of 
the traine ahead being temporarily held at the loop 
junction the rear of the traim did not oléar the 
bridge and was held from one-half to one minute.

Cubs revived today and batted out a clean 
cut and decisive victory over the Phillies, 8 
to 4, in a game of riot and disorder that was 
almost presented to them by forfeit twice 
because the Philadelphia police for a time 
refused to do their duty when the umpire 
ordered a disorderly person put out of the 
grand stand. ; 
At the time of the first uprising the Phillies 
were in the midst of a batting rally and had 
tied the score, it being the last half of the 
sixth inning. A rowdy fan sitting on the 
third base side of the grand stand had been 
insulting the Chicago players personally all 
through the game and finally began a vicious 
and vulgar attack on Umpire Kiem. 
Seeing the thing had gone too far and that 
women in the stands were unable te avoid 
hearing the unruly person, Kiem called 
“time” and walked over to the captain in 
charge of the force of officers In the park. 
The captain and two of his men sat almost 
under the rowdy one and heard ali the talk 
without once attempting to stop it. When 
Klem asked the captain to have the man put 
out of the grounds he refused, declaring the 
umpire had no right to give such an order. 


Riotous Acting by Fans. 

Confusion and rioting started at once, the 
howling fans gathering at the edge of the 
stand and screaming defiance at the umpire. 
Kiem insisted on his point, and Umpire 
Brennan, who is much buikier of pérson than 
Kiem, came in to take a hand in it, too. 
Then all the players gathered around and for 
a time if seemed the mob would jump over 
the railing and attack the umpires. 

Umpire Brennan figally climbed over the 
through the mob to the man who had caused 
the trouble. He got his hands on him to 
make sure the police knew the offending per- 
son. Still the pojice refused to act, and final- 
ly Secretary Williams of the Cubs went to 
the front and told the captain of the police 
the umpire did have the right to order any 
one put out of the grand stand, and, if his 
orders were not carried out by thé police, 
the game would be forfeited to Chicago and 
the Philadelphia club fined $1,000. 


Police Fail to Eject Unruly Fan. 

The captain and sergeant and two other 
officers then took the rowdy fan away, but 
Instead of putting him out they let him sit in 
the back part of the stand. In the next 
inning he began his tirade on the umpires 
again, and once more Klem walked over 
to the sergeant and ordered the man put out 
of the grounds. The sergeant replied that 
he would not do anything of the kind, and 
that if the umpire didn't go about his busi- 
ness he would arrest him instead. 

It was Secretary Shettsline of the PhilMes 
who finally quelled the riot. He came from 
his office, took one look at the offensive fan, 
a ordered him out of the park at once. 
Then the officers did their duty and took the 
man from the stand. 

Horace Fogel, the noisy president of 
the Phillies, had been viewing the 
whole disturbance from the press stand 
and was storming at the umpires for 


Causing the riot. When he saw them taking the 
patron away he rushed down to the gate and tried te 
prevent the man being put out; but Secretary 
Shettsline, ignoring the president, ordered the om. 
cers to go ahead, and they obeyed. Fogel declared 
he would have Umpire Kiem arrested for inciting a 
riot, but nothing further had been done after the 
eooeld off for a few hours.

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WHEAT LISTLESS: 
FROSTS IGNORED 


‘Trade Shows Indifference to 
Reports of Bad Weather 
in Western Canada. 


FOREIGN MARTS HIGHER. 


‘Coarse Grains Display More 
Strength; Export Demand for 
Corn Better. 


Confirmation of frost reports from theCana- 
dian northwest, with advices indicating seri- 
ous damage to crop in western provinces, 
was not sufficient yesterday to disturb the 
lethargy of the trade. After a modest bulge 
at the start the market settled down again 
into the same speculative rut that has char- 
acterized it for some time. Prices at the 
close were lower than at the opening, with 
net gains for the day of only ee to Ke. 

Weather conditions were decidedly un- 
- favorable in the Canadian northwest, and, in 
addition to frosts at many points all through 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta, gen- 
eral rains were reported Saturday night. 
Generally conditions were such as to retard 
the ripening of the grain yet unharvested 
and make it still more susceptible to freezing 
temperatures. Reports from experts said 
there still was a great.area of wheat not yet 
cut and in danger of frost. 


Black Rust Still Factor. 

Black rust damage reports also were re- 
eeived. At several points in Manitoba dam- 
' age from black rust was reported as much 
greater than it was supposed it would be. 
Frosts also were reported in North Dakota 
and Montana, but in this section it is not be- 
lieved there is much wheat left standing. 
Although the reports were of the most seri- 
ous character yet received, the Winnipeg 
market showed complete indifference. closing 
%c Off to %c higher. 

Outside of the crop developments in the 
northwest there was no special color to the 
news. Foreign markets were a little higher; 
Liverpool, 4d; Paris, unchanged to he; Ber- 
lin, Budapest, and Antwerp, all e up. 
World’s shipments were a little larger than 
expected at 10,688,000 bu, compared to 14,- 
082,000 bu last year, and a good demand was 
reported for spot and cargoes at Liverpool, 


Cash Trade Quiet. 

The cash demand here was moderate, al- 
though there was a sale ofacargoof No. 2 
hard at 3%c over Chicago September c. i. f. 
Buffalo. Prices in the cash market were 
steady. Kansas City reported a good demand 
for wheat, with Illinois millers buying. Min- 
neapolis demand was less urgent owing to 
the increased movement efnew wheat. Min- 
neapolis and Duluth had 584 cars, against 863 
cars last year. Winnipeg receipts were 51, 
against 184 last year. Minneapolis wheat 
stocks decreased 200,000 bu for two days. 

The visfdie showed a gain of 616,000 bu for 
the week; last year it gained 2,435,000 bu. 


Local receipts were 84 cars, with 241 cars for 


today. Primary arrivals aggregated 1,400,000 
bu, compared to 1,791,000 last year. Clear- 
ances for the day were 473,000 bu. 


Frost Scare in Corn. 


Trade in corn was not much more active, but 
there was a stronger tone and prices finished %*@ 
ce higher. Light frosts in the extreme northern 
part of the belt, with the possibility of more, caused 
the shorts some anxiety, and there was buying also 
on the reported better domestic and foreign demand 
for cash corn, Sample prices were ade higher, 
with sales of 520,000 bu, about half of which was 
for export or to exporters at the seaboard. New 
York reported 200,000 bu taken for export. 

More rains occurred in the southwest and in the 
central states. Receipts here were more liberal at 
362 cars, wtih 625 cars the estimate for today. In 
the west receipts were 952,000 bu, compared to 
$25,000 bu last year. The visible gained 1,152,000 
bu for the week; last year there was a decrease of 
516.000 bu. World's exports for the week were 
2,917,000 bu and stocks on ocean passage decreased 
8. 212, 0% bu. Liverpool was %@%d higher. 


More Activity in Oats. 


Oats were influenced by the strength of corn, and 
there was good commission house buying, headed 
by Bartlett-Frazier. Offerings were moderate 
during the greater part of the day, although there 
was fair seling on the swell. High prices for barley 
now prevailing were used as a bull argument with 
considerable effect. The cash trade was fair, prices 
e to e up, and sales of 185,000 bu reported. Re- 
ceipts here were 148 cars with 308 cars expected 
today. In the west receipts were 855,000 bu; last 
year, 1,254,000 bu. An increase of 1,643,000 bu was 
reported in the visible compared to a gain last year 
of 4 526.000 bu. 


Foreigners Again Buy Lard. 
Buying of lard by houses supposed to be acting for 
foreign interests was again the big feature in pro- 
visions. With few exceptions prices finished moder- 
ately higber throughout the list. Some selling 
by holders was encountered on the swell and trade 
Was not specially active. Reoeipts of hogs here

| NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. | 


Notwithstanding the most bullish reports from 
Canada so far there was a surprising lack of buying 
of wheat. Even the more conservative crop ex- 
perts who are now in Canada admit there has 
been considerable damage done by frosts, and yes- 
terday 's advices indicated the injury from black 
rust had been underestimated. <A feature of the 
trade was the buying of over 1,000,000 bu wheat, 
principally December, by Barrell & Co., a house 
that recently has been extremely bearish. The 
cause for this was the change in the character 
of the reports from LeCount, who is investigating 
crop conditions for this house. LeCount’s latest 
report said: *‘ The bumper crop prospect is going 
rapidly. Last week the crop made good progress, 
but wheat can be injured until it is thoroughly 
ripe and dry. Yesterday's heavy rain was very 
bad, as the crop can make no progress with wes 
cold weather. Frost last three nights certainly 
did lots of damage. An earlier report from Le- 
Count said: ‘‘ Wheat vicinity of Indianhead and 
Moosemin, crop is above average with some wheat 
in shock, but the greater part of the crop from 
Moosemin west still in danger though harvest will 
become quite general the coming week, but wheat 
that ie not perfectly ripe cam be injured by killing 
frost, and I think frost will follow this rain. Also 
think there are three million acres that can be 
injured. Drove from Griswold to Brandon through 
driving rain today. Wheat mostly in shock; crop 
has been greatly damaged by biack rust. Some 
fields vicinity of Ashbury think wheat will make 
half crop and expected to be of poor quaHty.”

The weather map showed general rains Saturday 
night in Canada with low temperatures prevailing 
over Sunday in all three western provinces. Twen- 
ty-eight points in Saskatchewan reported frosts, 
and numerous reports from different places in 
Manitoba indicated there had been frosts, ranging 
from light to killing. Several places have had 
frosts three different days and the reports were 
generally to the effect considerable damage had 
been done. Frosts were also reported in Alberta. 
Friday night temperatures showed 8 degrees of 
frost at Grenfel, ö at Qu’ Appelle; Summbery, 6; 
Moosomin, 6; Russel, 7. Yesterday the low points 
were at Oxbow, showing 3 degrees of frost; Cran- 
dal, 2; Bellepiaine, 5; Regina, 4; Elkhorn, 2; 
Moosomin, 6; and Tilson, 2. Frosts were also 
general in North Dakota and eastern Montana, and 
in parts of South Dakota, with light frosts in 
northern Nebraska. Predictions were for further 
frosts last night. 1

Not much attention is being pald by the grain 
trade in general to the prices prevailing for barley. 
A sale of malting barley was reported yester- 
day at $1.25 and feed was quoted T0@V0c, while 
‘even screenings were 40@70c. The top price for 
best barley consequently is about 2% times ae 
valuable, according to present market prices, ag 
the best oats. With the poorest grade of barley 
screenings worth about the same prices as oats 
there is nothing to make up this year for the 
shortage in oats. A few years ago when there was 
a short crop of oats there was a big yield of barley 
which was used to mix with oats. Thie year 
there ig no substitute, and the hay crop is even 
smaller comparatively than the oats crop. 

—— 

Shorts in corn were a little nervous over the 
weather conditions, but advances in the market 
were small. More aggressive leadership is develop- 
ing on the side of the bulls, but the rank and file 
are not enthusiastic as yet. The better cash de- 
mand reported was regarded as a point in favor of 
the bulls, and there was a fair amount worked 
from here to seaboard exporters, while New York 
reported 200,000 bu taken for export. With no 
Argentine competition this year, bull leaders are 
looking for a resumption of foreign buying on a 
liberal scale.

Cash wheat premiums were steady relatively yeg- 


terday and there was only a moderate demand. 
Only sales reported was one of 125,000 bu No. 2 
hard at zwe over September c. |. f.

New Hotel Morrison, Field Es- 
tate, and Kesner Buildings 
to Be 21 Stories. 


TOTAL COST, $6,400,000. 


George E. White Quitelaims to 
Wife $50,000 Property by 
Prenuptial Pact. 


Plans to improve properties that figured 
In recent real estate transactions were dis- 
closed yesterday by the issuance of per- 
mits to the Marshall Field estate to erect a 
twenty-one story store and office building at 
the southwest corner of Clark and Washing- 
ton streets and for a twenty-one story hotel 
building on the site of the present Morrison 
hotel at Madison and Clark streets.
